Patis; and hence it may be assumed tbat no
insuperable obstacle exists to the erectiou at
Philadelphia ot a plaster-cast of the great
Crawford group."
. As my view* accord with the views of the
editors of the Appletous' J >urnal. will you
publish them and suggest the propriety of in¬
cluding Jackson's statue, though I would not
include Henry Clay's, that may be a good
likeness, but in my humble opiuioo, a poor
specimen of statuary.
